Proposed Purchase Of 
Land Alarms Them 


Water Rights on Eighty Acres 
of Land Between Upland 
and Claremont To Be Clear- 
ed Before Purchase is Made. 


In starting proceedings to clear 
up title to water rights on prop 
erty. the City of Upland intends 
to purchase, people of Claremont 
are evidently somewhat disturb- 
ed. 


Some eighty acres of land be- 
tween this city and Claremont 
has had an unusual experience, 
and as to who really owns the 
water rights is rather a difficult 
problem to figure out. The city 
council of Upland recently decid- 
ed to endeavor to solve the prob- 
lem. 


Those interested in water 
velopment in Claremont are 
dently somewhat disturbed, 
im the Claremont Courier of yes- 
terday appeared the following: 

Old-timers here who thought 
they had witnessed the end of the 
Claremont-Upland water fight 
over the San Antonio Canyon 
water had another guess coming, 
for the argument is being resum- 
ed., J. D. Johnson states that the 
City of Upland is starting a con- 
demnation suit to take eighty 
acres in the San Antonio wash, 
sink wells, and divert 200 inches 
of water from the land for use 
in Upland. Water users and land 
owners of Claremont are sum- 
moned to appear in the defense. 
“The land in question is the 
south one-half of the northeast 
one-fourth of section 2, township 
one south, range eight west, S. 
B. B. and M._ It ig located about 
half .a mile south of the new 
Forbes well on the Baseline. Up- 
land is making attempt to “con- 
demn and take the right to de- 





lands, 200 inches of water in con- 
tinuous flow, by means of wells 
to be sunk and dug in said lands, 
and pumps and pumping machin- 
ery to be installed thereon; said 
water to be taken and diverted 
from said land to and into the 
City of Upland for municipal and 
domestic uses therein by plaintiff 
and its inhabitants.” 

The- argument is the sequel to 
a long and expensive lawsuit 
brought a number of years ago 
by water users here against those 
of Upland and Ontario. This law- 
suit was headed by the Pomona 
Valley Protective Association and 
concerned the rights of Clare- 
mont, Upland and Ontario to use 
water from the San Antonio Can- 
yon. The Pomona Valley Pro- 
tective Association proved to the 
satisfaction of the court by means 
of charts and maps showing the 
location and production of wells 
in this vicinity, that there is an 
impervious clay dike running 
from a point near the east side 
of San. Antonio Canyon southwest 
to the San Jose Hills, forming a 
natural underground water bar- 
rier, and that water is more plen- 
tiful and nearer the surface on 
che northwest side of the dike 
than on the soutneast side. The 
vesuit of the lawsuit was that 
-ertain water users who had ac- 
quired the right to take water 
“rom the basin above the dike’ 
were limited to the amount they 
previously made use of. it has 
been generally understood, says 
J. D. Johnron, that no new de- 
velopments of water could be 
made with the idea of carrying 
water across the dike to lands 
below. 

If successful in the suit, Up- 
land will carry water away to its 
own users. It is the opinion of 
Mr. Johnson that the Pomona Val- 
ley Protective Association will 
take up the lawsuit and fight it 
to a finish.

MOUNTAIN ROADS 
ARE EXPENSIVE 














San Bernardino County tax-pay- 
ers have been for many years 
concerned regarding the fact that 
they provide for motorists from 
other counties a vast network of 
mountain roads. This has been 
somewhat relieved by the state 
taking over a few miles of the 
mountain roads, but in the main 
We provide many miles for Los 
Angeles County motorists to trav- 
el over. The gasoline tax is 
supposed to relieve this situation, 
but it doesn’t e.actly do that and 
there probably never will be a 
regulation which will result in 
the gas tax being devoted to the 
upkeep of the roads over which 
the vehicle travelled while it used 
up the gas.

“Mobilization Day” 


;HE miscalled ‘‘Mobilization Day,’’ set for September 12, 
T has received much unexpected advertising. Governor 

Bryan, of Nebraska, went off at half-cock declaring he 

would do no such thing, and next day innocently in- 
quired what thing. Others have trembled with terror at the 
horrific effect the day is likely to have on the nations of 
Europe. But millions —the greater part of the people — are 
asking what it is about. 





Instead of exciting terror in the nations, we are more likely 
to excite the risibilities by what we try to do September 12. 
At the close of the war our Army authorities agreed to a 
reduction of the Army to 150,000 men and 13,000 officers. 
Congress reduced the Army to about 125,000. This force 
drills nearly every day of the week—think of it! The National 
Guard drills once a week or so—think of that- And the Navy 
mobilizes onee a year—heavens! We have no military force 
; whatever, as forees go. We have the merest skeleton organ- 
ization, and it is that organization which is to be tried out 
on paper, September 12. 


Of course, if testing the village fire department in a prac- 
tice drill is likely to set the village on fire, let us keep the 
fire department under lock and key, but if practice is neces- 
sary to keep Dick Smith from entangling himself in the hose 
and to teach John Long his place at the ropes, let’s practice. 


Japan is at this moment holding actual army maneuvers, 
yet the world does not tremble. Last year France mobilized 
her whole disposable foree on the Swiss frontier, yet Italy 
was not afraid. Today the British Empire holds a million 
armed men. France has a standing army of 700,000, and has 
trained 2,000,000 men under twenty-five years of age since 
the Armistice. Russia has a million and a half men constantly 
under arms. Opposed to this is the insignificant number of 
125,000 men maintained by the United States. And yet there 
are those who say that for the citizen members of the skeleton 
military organization of the United States to assemble on 
September 12, is to rattle a ‘sword in the face of the world. 


And whence does much of this cry arise? From. those 
whose spiritual mother is Russian Communism—and ~Russia 
today is the greatest militaristic state in the world. Russia, 
under Bolsehvism, maintains a system of compulsory military 
training from sixteen to eighteen years of age; and a pre- 
conscription training from eighteen to twenty years of age; 
actual army service from twenty to twenty-four years of age; 
after whieh every man is transferred to the reserve for sup- 
plementary training. 


It is the agents of this Russian militarism who will object 
most noisily to the Amerigan trying out their fire-lines on 
September 12. .They ask us'to-recognize Russia and the largest 
army on earth, but they object to American volunteers march- 
ing down Main street. 


The purpose of September 12 is the same as that of the 
training camps which have been going on all summer, without 
objection. The difference is that it is intended for citizens 
and lasts but one day. It is in effect to do some of the things 
which various committee would have to do in time of national 
danger. Our military machinery is so attenuated, we are on 
so complete a a peace footing, that it is desirable to try out 
what we have and, important also, to explain to the people 
just what our military resources amount to. Of our 13,000 
army officers, fully 6,000 have been engaged in citizen in- 
struction, and September 12 is to be a test of the efficiency 
of their work. 


There is no general call of citizens to leave their employ- 
ment. It was the special wish of the Department not to call 
a general holiday so soon after Labor Day. There is no 
compulsion exerted anywhere, exeept upon the regular forces 
of the United States, the governors of the states being re- 
quested to summon the state military forces. Citizens are 
invited to observe or participate, to become informed as to 
the things that would be necessary for national defense— 
just as they are shown in publie buildings the way of escape 
in case of fire. The expense has been minimized by the spirit 
of volunteer service which will aetuate the reserve forces. 
Committtees will meet to consider what they would have to 
do in ease of national emergency. And we predict that all 
governors, including Governor Bryan, will do what the Gov- 
ernment suggests, that millions of citizens will participate, 
and that Europe will smile to see how perfectly efficient we 
are in everything except peace-time soldiering. 


Broadly, are we not setting an example to Europe? Are 
we not showing them, by the plans for September 12, that 
it is possible to be defended without being crushed under the 
burden-of-military establishments? Though militaristic Europe 
may smile, may she not also be led to think? — Dearborn 
Independent.

These estimates are based upon 
the present condition of the crops 
and do not take into account 
factors that may later influence 
the yield. 

The general feeling, it is stated, 
seems to be that lower prices will 
prevail for raisin and table grapes 
during the early part of the seas- 
on, with a sharp rise for black 
and other juice grapes later on. 

Despite these unfavorable con- 
ditions, it is pointed out, it should 
be borne in mind that even with 
the predicted 25 per cent and 40 
per cent below normal crop, the 
present crop will undoubtedly be 
larger than that of other years, 
due to very large new acreages 
coming into bearing. 

It is estimated that 60,000 cars 
will be required to handle the 
crop this year, as against 52,500 
in 1923, 41,500 in 1922, and 30,500 
in 1921. Part of this increase in 
expected carlot shipments is ac 
counted for by the probability 
that more grapes will be shipped 
fresh this year and fewer made 
into raisins. In spite of this, 
however, the predictions made by 
experts three or four years ago 
that the 1924 grape yield, raisin, 
table and’ wine, would be prac- 
tically double that of 1920 and 
1921, seem to be verified, says 
the report, ¢ 

















Power Shortage 

A real demonstration of the 
ability of the farmer to co-oper- 
ate has been witnessed in the re- 
cent emergency that has arisen 
because of the power shortage. 
This power shortage has been 
brought about by a light snow- 
fall in the mountains, which has 
made the amount of water avail- 
able for hydro-electric power the 
lowest on record. 

The Ontario and Chino dis- 
trict, one of the richest and most 
productive agricultural districts 
in the state, by order of the Rail- 
road Commossion in California, 
has been called on to reduce the 
consumption of electric energy at 
least twenty-five per cent. This 
reduction along with the lower 
water tables prevailing because of | 
the dry season, means consider- 
able more than a twenty-five per 
cent reduction in the amount of 
water available for agricultural 
use,

than a “bone dry” soil. True, the 
moisture requirements are less 
with no crop on the trees than 
with one, yet growth will not be 
satisfactory, buds will not ma 
ture well, and a generally un- 
healthy condition will result if 
trees are permitted to go through 
the season in a dry condition. 
Heavy irrigation after last 
spring’s fine rains may not be 
necessary, but at least the weeds 
should be kept down absolutely. 
The chief criticism that the writ- 
er would make at this time re 
garding the care of many 
orchards, is that people have not 
cultivated sufficiently, and weeds 
are taking the moisture so much 
needed by the trees.

An Experiment on the Control of 
Scaly Bark in Orange Trees 


Almost every grove of orange 
trees, especially of the Navel var- 
iety, contains a greater or small- 
er number of trees which are af- 
flicted with the disease known as 
scaly bark or psorosis. The de- 
gree of injury varies from no ap- 
parent harm in early stages to 
the loss of the tree after a long 
period of spread. In some groves 
as many as ten per cent or more 
of the trees may have scaly bark, 
and in such cases it becomes of 
serious economic importance. 

Affected trees become less and 
less productive and develop an 
unthrifty appearance which in- 
jures the grove as a whole. Grow- 
ers are therefore interested in 
means of checking and curing the 
trouble, and many have paid out 
large sums of money to tree doc- 
tors; some of good reputation— 
some unfortunately not so _ re- 
liable. It becomes important, 
therefore, that accurate experi- 
mental knowledge should be avail- 
able, showing the best method of 
treating affected trees. Work at 
the Citrus Experiment Station at 
Riverside has done much in point- 
ing out a possible point of at- 
tack. Results there have shown 
that a scraping of the bark of the 
infected part would head off the 
disease in many cases and give 
a chance for recovery. In con- 
nection with the scraping, a cov- 
ering of a more or less powerful 
disinfectant and protective coat- 
ing has been recommended. A 
Bordeaux paste has been the 
standard recommendation of the 
University men, though other sub- 
stances are being used by others. 

In order to shed more light 
upon the problem of treatment of 
affected trees, the Chaffey Agri- 
| cultural Department has recently 
started an extensive experiment. 
In the various groves now owned 
by the school were a consider- 
able number of trees which had 
scaly bark in different stages of 
advancement, and these have now 
all been treated in some way or 


with some substance. The experi- 
ment is divided into fourteen 
plots, containing from six to 


eleven trees each, and the var- 
ious treatments are outlined be- 
low. 

Lot 1, with Lots 2 and 3, is de- 
signed to test the influence of the 
amount or severity of scraping. 
If a very shallow scraping of the 
bark would check, it would be a 
waste of time and money to g0 
deeper. If, on the other hand, a 
light or medium scraping does 
not check so well as more severe 
treatment, then the latter would 
be more advisable and in the end, 
cheaper. In Lot 1 the trees were 


given a very light scraping, then | 


painted with Bordeaux paste. In 
Lot 2 they were given a med- 
ium scraping, and in Lot 3, a 
severe scraping, with the same 
application following in each case. 

In the balance of the experi- 
| ment, the trees were all given the 
same treatment, a medium scrap 
ee but the variation was in the 
used following the 
scraping. In each lot a check 
tree was left without scraping, 
but with the substance applied, in 
order to see if any of the ma- 
terials would control without the 
expensive hand _ scraping. The 
lots and the materials applied in 
each are as follows:

in the series, which should give 
an interesting and worthwhile re- 
sult. Because scaly bark is a 
very slow disease in its advance- 
ment, it will probably be two or 
three years before it can be said 
definitely whether any treatment 
is giving good results or not, but 
notes will be taken on each tree 
each year. The area of the in- 
fected part of the tree was meas- 
ured before treatment and its 
size and location noted on the 
records, so that it will be poss- 
ible to say definitely whether 
spread has been checked or en- 
tirely prevented. 





Wilt of Tomatoes 


Each year those who grow to- 
matoes, either in the home gar-| 
den or as a commercial crop, ex- 
perience the loss of a portion of 
the vines from a wilt or blight. 
This first appears as a yellowing | 
of the lower leaves, which | 
spreads until all the foliage is in- 
volved. The leaves may curl and 
wilt suddenly, or they may aay 
gradually become less and less | 
healthy. In either case the whole | 
plant eventually dies, usually be- 
fore having matured any fruit. 
Losses are greater in some years 
than in others, and this seems 
to be one of the years when a 
large percentage of vines is so 
affected. 

In 1913, the University of Cali- 
fornia published a bulletin on to- 
mato culture, which described a 
disease of the tomato as “Sum- 
mer Blight” or “Wilt,” in which 
the plants behave as described 
and stated “the disease is ob- 
scure and has probably not been 
understood.” They note that it 
is not transferred from a diseased 
plant to a healthy plant in the 
fields, and that it is worse on 
plants set before June 15 than 
on plants set after that date. 
Since that publication in 1913, the 
Experiment Station has done con- 
siderable work on the trouble, but 
has not succeeded in finding out 
much more about it, either as to 
cause or remedy. At the River- 
side station a representative of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture is now working on 
the problem. The most hopeful 
progress has been made in the 
direction of selection of varieties 
of tomato which are resistant to 
the trouble and which are also 
good commercial varieties. Much 
needs still to be done along this 
line before the grower can use 
any variety with that assurance 
that it will be less liable to the 
summer blight than the ones now 
in use. The only recommenda- 
tion that seems to be well estab- 
lished now is to delay planting 
tomatoes until the middle of 
June. This throws the crop late 
and is unfortunate on that ac- 
count>for the home garden, but is 
as good as earlier for the can- 
ning crop. It is to be hoped 
that varieties may soon be avail- 
able which will be immune or 
at least highly resistant to this 
trouble. 





Trapnesting 

Entries for the Chaffey Trap- 
nesting Station for the year be- 
ginning September 20 next are 
now in, and make necessary the 
enlargement of the plant to al- 
most double its present capacity. 
One feature of the entries that 
fs particularly gratifying is the 
fact that almost all the poultry- 
men who are represented this 
year will have entries next year. 
In addition, there are new en- 
tries from all portions of the 
Chaffey District. 

When the records closed the 
evening of July 31, seventy-six 
hens had each produced 200 eggs 
or more and .four entries each 
had an average in excess of 200 
eggs. The production continues 
good in the entire flock and it 


now seems to be assured that the| 


average production for all the 
fowls entered will be not very 
far from 200 eggs when the re 
cords close September 19. This 
is particularly gratifying as show- 
ing the possibilities in the Chaf- 
fey district and compares Very 
favorably with the records made 
at many of the trapnesting sta- 
tions. 

B. S. Smallwood’s pen stands 
first, with an average of 218.02 
eggs, while H. V. Pond is second 
with 208.82 eggs, and W. D. 
Westover is third with an aver 
age of 203.9 eggs. Two hens are 
tied for first place. Hen No. 234, 
belonging to W. W. Westover, 
and Hen. No. 133, belonging to 
B. S. Smallwood, each produced 
258 eggs. First place goes to 
Mr. Westover on the basis of the 
weight of eggs.

64 is high, with 29 eggs, while A. 
N. Jung’s hen No. 337 is second 
with a production of 28 eggs.

If such negotiations are 
completed, it will mean travel- 
ing time will be shortened by 
some three or four hours be- 
tween Los Angeles and Phoe- 
nix, Mr. Sullivan stated. In- 
stead of going via the more 
circuitous Old Trails route by 
way of Needles or the Border- 
land’ route through Yuma, 
motorists going east would go 
directly through San Bernar- 
dino to Blythe by the Ocean 
to Ocean highway. Motorists 
coming this way would like- 
wise be relieved of hours of 
unnecessary travel, 





Improveemnt Plans Made 


While no agreement has yet 
been reached for taking over 
this highway now under con- 
trol of Riverside county, Mr. 
Sullivan stated, negotiations 
are under way with the super- 
visors of that county for trans- 
fer of the road for mainten- 
ance and improvements work. 

The highway stretch between 
Mecca and Blythe is approxi- 
mately 100 miles in length, 
and should negotiations for 
the transfer be completed, it 
will mean the addition of 
highway. funds to this divi- 
sion’s budget for its improve- 
ment. 

Points in the negotiations 
which have not been settled as 
yet, and which are practically 
the only remaining obstacles, 
Mr. Sullivan pointed out, in- 
elude the agreement as to the 
route the highway should fol- 
low. Several variations have 
been mapped out, but prob- 
ably the most feasible, Mr. 
Sullivan intimated, is through 
the Chuckawalla Valley. The 
exact location of the right-of- 
way, however, is yet no more 
than in a tentative state of 
agreement. 

Another point to be worked 
out, Mr. Sullivan said, is the 
place where the Mecca-Blythe 
road would converge with the 
Borderland highway from 
Yuma.

“DEFENSE DAY” 1S 
| EAPLAINED BY 
GENERAL 


The following reasons for 
‘‘Defense Day’’ which will be 
observed in a general fashion 
throughout the United States 
on September 12th, have been 
given by Major General Hunter 
Liggett, commander of over 
one million men in France 
during the world war, and now 
president of the Association of 
the Army of the United States, 
and are very interesting. He 
explains the movement by say- 
ing: . 

“‘The defense test is simply 
a test of national defense plans 
prepared in accordance with 
the express provision of our 
federal law, and a test of 
local unit plans made in aec- 
cordance with this general 
plan. It is designed to ac- 
quaint our citizens and com- 
munities with exactly what 
will be demanded of them in 
the event of a national -emer- 
gency, and in order that the 
officers of the army of the 
United States, especially the 
national guard and organized 
reserve components, may visu- 
alize the problems which will 
confront them in such an emer- 
geney and which must be sol- 
ved. These problems include 
recruiting, supply, shelter, 
medical care, sanitation, train- 
ing, payment, and many others, 
all of which require a con- 
siderable amount of study. A 
proper economical solution 
cannot be made offhand, in 
a hurry, or under the sudden 
pressure of war. 

““The defense test will en- 
able our government to check 


fi the general national plan and 


\the plans in each locality, and 
to improve them where neces- 
sary, so that if an emergency 
occurs, we will have detailed 
plans well thought out in ad- 
vanee and understood by all 
our people, thus doing away 
with much of the delay, in- 
efficiency and suffering, and 
a part of the waste of lives 
jand treasure t have attend- 
el all dur past’ wars. 
Worked Out By Experts 
' ““The plans, which the de- 
ifense test is designed to illus- 
| trate to the American people, 
jhave been worked out by ex- 
perts, men who have devoted 
their entire lives to the study 
|of national defense. These 
'men have seen the realitiés of 
{previous wars and have wit- 
nessed the blundering and in- 
iefficieney which dre inevitable 
when a nation is_ suddenly 
plunged into war and its man- 
hood hastily ealled to the col- 
ors and assembled and diree- 
ted by inexperienced leaders. 
“‘To no one are these facts 
more apparent than to those 
who served during the last war 
and who saw the effects of 
lack of training and prepara- 
tion. These are not the people 
who are opposing the defense 





‘‘Opposition seems to come 
\from those who are least qual- 
ified to know what they are 
|opposing and from those who 
have been misled by the plat- 
itudes of misguided individ- 
nals and propaganda of vari- 
ous so-called peace societies. 
They would deny the right of 
the American people to see 
fer themselves and judge for 
jthemselves just. what provision 
our government has made for 
our national safety.’’

Flays Soviets 

That America has nothing to 
gain and much to lose through 
recognition of the Russian Soviet 
government, was the declaration 
yesterday afternoon of Baroness 
Ottily de Ropp, former Russian 
noblewoman, in an address be- 
fore members of the Rotary Club 
at Hotel Casa Blanca. ‘Baroness 
de Ropp appeared before the 
local organization under the aus- 
pices of the Better America Fed- 
eration. 

That recognition by America 
would be used by the Soviets as 
an opening wedge for the dis- 
semination of insidious boishe- 
vistic propaganda, which would 
work incalculable harm in. this 
country. ‘he Baroness graphi- 
cally described terrible conditions 
existent in present-day Russia, de- 
claring the peasantry more down- 
trodden amder the Soviets than 
they were under the aristocratic 
rule. 

There is absolutely no freedom 
of speech or the press, according 
to the speaker. It is impossible 
to travel without a special gov- 
ernment permit, and the fact that 
public meetings and the carrying 
of firearms are strictly taboo 
practically precludes the possi- 
bility of an uprising among the 
peasants. The peasantry was re- 
ported to hate the, Soviets more 
than they ever did the aristo- 
crats in their palmiest days. 

The Baroness declared that the 
English people had already re 
gretted recognition of the Soviets 
by England. Baroness de Ropp 
ig at present making her home 
in Glendale.

“J shall avoid involving our- 
selves in the political controver- 
sies of Europe, but I shall do 
what I can to encourage Ameri- 
ean citizens and resources to as- 
sist in’ restoring Europe, with the 
sympathetic support of our gov- 
ernment. I want agriculture and 
industry on a sound gasis of pros- 
perity and equality. 

“The domestic affairs of our 
country appear to me to be by 
far the chief concern. From thai 
source comes our strength. 

“The foreign policy of America 
can best be described by one 
word—peace. Our actions have 
always proclaimed our peaceful 
desires, but never more evidently! 
than now. We covet no terri- | 
tory; we support no threatening 
military array; we harbor no hos- 
tile intent. We have pursued, 
are pursuing, and shall continue 
to pursue with untiring devotion 
the cause of peace. 

“These ideals we have put in- 
to practical application. We 
have sought to promote peace not 
only by word, but by appropriate 
action. 

; Agriculture 

“I confess.that my inheritance 
and. personal~ experience. have 
‘bred.in me a keen interest in the 
welfare of agriculture. It con- 
stitutes an.-element in our na- 
tion of such importance as to he 
worthy of the utmost solicitude 
and concern. As many as 15 
laws have been passed. to assist 
and support this fundamental in- 
dustry. Through the War Fin- 
ance Corporation..it has been ex- 
tended credits of between -300.- 
000,000 and $400,000,000. In ad- 
dition to this, government activ- 
ity provided.. about $50,000,000 
from private sources for the re- 
lief of the cattle industry, and in 
the early spring of this year a 
$1,000,000 corporation was form- 
ed, which it was estimated could, 
furnish $100,000,000 for diversi- 
fication and financial relief in the 
Northwest. The Intermediate 
Credit banks have loaned over 
$86,000,000 to individuals and co- 
operative marketing associations, 
which assisted directly and indi- 
rectly over 500,000 farmers. 

“We now need in agriculture 
more organization, co-operation, 
and diversification. The farmer 
should have the benefit of legis- 
lation. providing for flood control 
and development of inland water- 
ways, better navigation east and 
south from the Great Lakes,. re- 
clamation, and. especially relief 
for those who cannot meet their 
payments on ‘irrigation projects. 

Tax Reform 

“I favor economy that the taxes 
of everybody may be reduced. 
‘Much has already been done. The 
bill which I signed will save the 
people about $1,000,000 each day. 
I want further tax reduction and 
more tax reform. 


“A new tax bill was. passed this | 


spring carrying still further -re- 
ductions, and under its apparent 
influence there seems to be the 
beginning of another increase of 
prosperity. 

“Let us always remember the 


poor. We should, therefore, have 
a system of taxation under which 
the people as a whole are most 
likely to be prospercas. 
“Economy should be practiced 
scrupulously in the conduct of a 
national campaign. I know it is 
difficult to distinguish between 
real service to the people and 
mere wastefulness. Costs have 
increased by doubling of the elec- 


torate, rendering close calculation - 


impossible. - ; 

“There should be no relaxing of 
resolute endeavors to keep our 
élections clean, honest and free 
from taint of any kind. Only the 
closest scrutiny of both the 
sources of contributions and the 
character of expenditures can ac- 
complish this laudable purpose. 

“These, Mr. Chairman, are 
some of the beliefs which I hold, 
some of the principles which I 


Propose to support. Because I’ 


am convinced that they are true, 
because I am satisfied that they 
are sound, I submit them with 
abiding faith to the judgment of 
the American people.”
